CULTIVATION1 OF OUCI1AKDK. 


in tLo cultivation of orcharclsbas been mtuls 
within the past l\vo years, by Kicbanl K. 
Counter of DucJiess Co., N. Y. Tlie ox- 
psriiaeats were performed on on orcLar.il 
over thirty years old containing JOO trees, 
ft! feet apart. It came into bis possession 
siiiyiu 1S74: In March of that year the 
work waa commenced on it by pruning out 
all dead or uRctefcs branches nnd BiickcrB^tlo 
trees having been badly neglected before. 
Where the tops wero thick above, Ihoy were 
thinned out so is to admit light and Jeavo 
room for .the shooto to grow. In April, 
hMrij one halt the [jrouud (or IIK) trees) 
was uianureJ, at the rats of oue gocxl two- 
horse WaVgon load of stable immure to four 
tiettf. 
TiiIB manure was then plowed into a 


depth of three and a half or four inche-r, 
care being taken lo break as faw rootn as 
practicable. Tbe ground was planted with 
corn, of which a good crop was obtained — 
loiter tb*n tho crops of many of the neigh- 
bors. From the whole orchard, ICO barrels 
of hand selected apples wero picked iti 
Autumn, of which over two thirds were 
from tho cultivated portion—tho fruit was 
good, but not extra. 


!n the Spring of I87» 
r>, the cultivated part 


of the orchard was flgnin manured from tho 
barn-yard, plowed, sowed with oaty, and 
3*eded to clover and gross. As BOOII as the

In the Autumn, 3^0 barrels ol 
baud-picked apples wore Uken from tho 
orchard, and were sold to ono purchaser at 
the orchard for $?.7n per barrel, or for a 
total of $SSU. Nearly all camp from tho 
cut tit a ted portion, and tho fruit 
WAS fine. 


The neighbor* at'first strongly disap- 


proved of the plowing, nnd r.R usual showed 
their interest by predicting disaster. Ons 
went BO far as to say that wero the orclmrd 
hifl, he should cat it down in order to clear 
t]m field, mid obtain something from it. 


last Spring the remainder ol the orchard 


(HOtrees)was plowed and treated liko the 
lint cultivated part, with a vieyr of sowing 
oils tho coming Spring and seeding to clover 
—plowing again often enough to keep the 
ground in-good condition. Tho trees arc 
now full of blossom huds, and promise a 
good crop. 


Last Springtlhe imnks and largo bronchos 


wera scraped freely to remove rough loose 
bark and moss, an old hoo being used for 
this purpose; aud they wcro then wnshed 
with toft BOBp.

stems a healthy appearance, which is rc- 
gaided as important.
